Court ruling favors schools 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Kansas City’s use of 
sales tax revenue for the par­ 
tial support of its public schools 
was upheld today by the state 
Supreme Court. 
"We hold that the city of 
Kansas City has authority to 
grant city funds to school dis­ 
tricts, or portions of school dis­ 
tricts, lying within its corporate 
limits,’’ wrote Judge Robert T. 
Donnelly in the majority opin­ 
ion. 
The court upheld the use of 


the revenue for schools on a 4-3 
decision, with Judge J. P. Mor­ 
gan saying in the dissenting 
opinion that the majority’s de­ 
cision 
"effectively 
dis­ 
enfranchised the patrons and 
voters in the school district.” 
City sales taxes need be ap­ 
proved only by a simple major­ 
ity, 
whereas boosts in the 
school tax levy, the primary 
source of public school funds, 
require 
two-thirds 
majority 
vote. 
The ruling came in a suit 


filed by Joseph H. Enright, a 
Kansas City resident, who said 
the city has no authority to pro­ 
vide portions of its sales tax 
revenue for the school district. 
Jackson County Circuit Court 
Judge James A. Moore ruled 
that the city did have the au­ 
thority and Enright appealed. 
In upholding the lower court, 
the Suprme Court said school 
districts 
have two primary 
sources 
of 
funds—property 
taxes and state aid. Kansas 
City, because of its charter, has 


the power to levy the sales tax 
and distribute the funds gained 
from it. 
"A financial crisis existed in 
the Kansas City School District. 
In these circumstances, we be­ 
lieve the giving of funds by the 
city to the school districts 
served a public or municipal 
use 
or 
purpose,’’ 
Donnelly 
wrote. 


But in the dissent, Judge 
Morgan 
said 
it 
was 
com­ 
mendable that Kansas City offi­ 


cials were seeking to alleviate 
a public school crisis. 
"When the method used how­ 
ever is contrary to the existing 
law in Missouri, this court 
should not place a stamp of ap­ 
proval on it regardless of how 
worthy the objective. The solu­ 
tion should come from the Gen­ 
eral Assembly or the patrons of 
the school district," Morgan 
wrote. 
“Maintenance 
of 
public 
schools by the method in ques­ 
tion, in my opinion, is totally 


inconsistent with that planned 
by the citizens of this state as 
now expressed in their con­ 
stitution,” he added. "Financ­ 
ing of public schools is not a 
proper subject for municipal 
taxation.” 


"In effect, the principal opin­ 
ion approves taxation by the 
city for financing of public 
schools but renounces any au­ 
thority in the city to operate or 
control the public schools,’' he 
concluded.

We don’t know just how serious President Ford and 
Secretary of State Kissinger may be in their repeated 
warnings to Russia and Cuba to ‘‘cool it” in Africa. But 
one thing is certain: If the threats cannot be made to 
appear credible, they will fail in their deterrent effect. 
And so far, Congress is not exactly supporting the 
Administration’s diplomacy. 
Take the statement of House Democratic Leader 
Thomas P. (“ Tip” ) O’Neill as an example. “ This 
Congress refused to allow the President and his 
Secretary of State to continue the war in Indo-China or to 
get involved in a new secret adventure in Angola,” 
O’Neill said. “ It does not intend to allow Mr. Ford to push 
the American people into an adventure against Cuba.” 
Such a declaration can hardly fail to dilute the effect of 
the Ford- Kissinger warnings on Moscow and Havana. 
Therefore, while there are often advantages in not 
spelling out your intentions in exact detail to an op­ 
ponent, in this case the greater danger may well lie in 
continued ambuiguity. 
We should keep in mind that great damage has already 
been done. The Soveits and Cubans were allowed to make 
their intial military move in Angola and to get away with 
it. The camel’s nose is now well inside the tent, and he 
shows no signs of leaving the premises. He is no doubt 
assessing the climate to see if it is safe to make his next 
move. 
There is a strong suspicion in some quarters that Ford 
and Kissinger are merely going through an exercise in 
rhetoric, hoping thereby to turn aside criticism from 
Reagan and others that they have been too soft on 
communism.

Most Americans never see the U.S. Budget for 1977 
which is 385 pages and includes many charts, tables and 
other statistical analysis. And most of us wouldn’t un­ 
derstand it, if we did see this bulky document. 
But we understand that there aren’t any tables or 
charts that tell how much government is costing the 
average family or how much that figure goes up from one 
year to the next. 
Perhaps what we need is an official indicator to keep us 
posted on the high cost of government spending and to 
relate it to the average family. 
If we had such an official indicator, we might become 
as concerned about the high cost of government as we do 
about the high cost of living. We could call it the Tax­ 
payer Price Index (T PI). 
Ifs no big deal to produce such statistics. For example, 
the U.S. Chamber prepared a table which shows that 
President Ford’s proposed budget is going to cost the 
average family $5,328 in federal taxes, compared with 
$2,672 in 1967. This cost- per- family figure has risen 99 
per cent in the last decade, much faster than the cost of 
living. 
The Chamber also underscores another important 
point. That is, despite popular belief, food, housing and 
automobiles are not the biggest items in the family 
budget. 
“ Actually, the government costs the average family 
more than food, housing and automobiles combined," 
reports the Chamber. “ This year, as it has every year 
since 1965, the Federal budget will once again increase as 
the Federal Government pushes up record expenditures. 
“ The most significant increase in the last decade was 
in income security, which more than tripled and now 
costs the average household $1,853.” 
The table below reveals that income security, which 
includes social security, health and welfare programs, 
has risen 256 per cet in the last IO years. 
Here is an abbreviated version of the Chamber table. 
The column on the right tells you how much T PI has risen 
in IO years.

The Supreme Court recessed last week without ruling 
on one of the crucial cases now under deliberation -- the 
constitutionality of the Election Reform Act. The Court’s 
decision to put off the ruling until after January 12 means 
that the Treasury will probably begin handing out 
matching federal funds to presidential candidates.

WASHINGTON— The House 
Ethics Committee, which was 
created eight years ago to in­ 
v e s tig a te 
u n e th ic a l 
Congressmen, has been roused 
from its torpor to hound not a 
Congressman but a newsman. 
As its first great investigation, 
the committee has hired a squad 
of ex-FBI agents to find out who 
leaked the House CIA report to 
newscaster Dan Schorr, 
Now that the committee has 
been raised from the dead and 
has acquired the means to in­ 
vestigate 
somebody, 
we 
recently offered to provide the 
names 
of 
some 
bonafide 
Congressman whose ethics need 
investigation. 
If the committee is deter­ 
mined to investigate leaks, for 
example, we suggest it begin 
with House Ethics Chairman 
John Flynt, D-Ga., himself. 
With his sleek, silver hair and 
stern, patrician face, he is the 
picture 
of 
a 
proper 
Congressman 
But behind the 
imposing dignity, he is a sly, old 
veteran at leaking stories that 
will benefit himself. 
We 
have 
established, 
for 
example, that he leaked con­ 
fidential military information to 
reporters on Jan IO, 1973, to get 
publicity for himself and his 
views 
The Army provided Flynt, as 
a power on the military ap­ 
propriations 
subcommittee, 
with 
a 
tightly-guarded 
reorganization plan 24 hours 
before it was supposed to be 
released. This contained news 
that 
a 
major 
headquarters 
would 
be located at 
Fort 
McPherson, Ga. 
The Congressman was eager 
to be identified with the news. So 
he called two reporters into his 
inner office, closed the doors 
and passed out the confidential 
reorganization 
details 
The 
subsequent story prominently 
featured Flynt’s views 
An Army spokesman, without 
naming 
Flynt, 
told 
us 
the 
premature release was “ im­ 


proper ” 


On 
another 
occasion, 
the 
General 
Accounting 
Office 
conducted a confidential study 
of the Spewrell Bluff dam for 
Sen Herman Talmadge, D-Ga 
He circulated the study, as a 
courtesy, 
to 
some 
of 
his 
colleagues For them to release 
the 
information 
without 
his 
consent would be considered a 
serious ethical violation 
The governor of Georgia at the 
time, Jim m y Carter, discreetly 
cited some of the contents at a 
press 
conference. 
He 
was 
careful, however, not to release 
the text. 
Reporters, catching the scent 
of a good story, sought the full 
text, but Talmadge would not 
release it. Yet Flynt, again in the 
secrecy of his office, handed 
over a Xeroxed copy of the 
confidential 
document 
to 
a 
reporter The subsequent story, 
of 
course, 
featured 
Flynt's 
views. 
This leak occurred, incase the 
committee is interested, on Oct. 
2,1973. 
It might also be considered a 
violation 
of 
ethics 
for 
a 
Congressman to boost a com­ 
pany that is paying him a big 
rental fee But in 1972, the Ford 
motor 
Company 
paid 
him 
$12,500 to rent an empty field 
where they could store up to 
30,000 
new 
cars. 
The 
cars 
temporarily were barred from 
the market until they could be 
re-tested to determine whether 
they 
met 
antipollution 
stan­ 
dards 
Some months 
later, 
Flynt 
denounced the standards on the 
House 
floor, 
calling 
them 
“ ridiculous in the extreme." He 
tried 
unsuccessfully 
to 
get 
Congress to relax the standards. 
When 
Flyn t 
came up 
for 
reelection 
in 
1974, company 
chairman Henry Ford II and his 
brother, Benson Ford, ponied up 
$230

for

Congressman's campaign.

The 
measure, which would have 
allowed taxpayers to deduct 
their rebate from their federal 
adjusted gross income next 
year, would have cost the state 
an estimated $5 million in reve­ 
nue. 
The election law revision was 
supported by a statement from 
Secretary of State James Kirk­ 
patrick which was read to the 
committee by an office repre­ 
sentative. 
“ Every year the bill is de­ 
layed hundred of thousands of 
tax dollars will be wasted,” 
Kirkpatrick's statement said. 
The bill provides that only 
one election a month may be 
held, and always on a Tuesday. 
Included in the bill are propos 
als to allow voter registration 
by mail if a person cannot reg­ 
ister in person as well as pro­ 
viding more lenient means to 
obtain 
an 
absentee 
ballot 
through a designated represen­ 
tative. 
David Buie of the Associated 
Students at the University of

Discrimination and animosity 
toward Catholics was wide­ 
spread in the colonies, where a 
custom of a “Pope’s Day" to 
burn the Pope in effigy was 
common outside Maryland. 
Another conditional zone of 
toleration was Quaker William 
Penn’s Pennsylvania, originally 
including Delaware. Its form of 
government of 1682 gave free­ 
dom of worship and full civil 
rights to all “who profess to be­ 
lieve in Jesus Christ,” tempo­ 
rarily excluding Jews. It be­ 
came a center for Baptists, 
Mennonites, Presbyterians and 
Lutherans as well as Quakers. 
Delaware, separated in 1702, 
granted full rights to anyone 
believing in Almighty God. 
Pennsylvania’s charter of privi­ 
leges of 1701 granted free wor­ 
ship to all believers in “one Al­ 
mighty God,” thus including 
Jews, but still limited rights to 
hold office to those believing in 
Christ. 
In the other colonies, Angli­ 
can establishments existed in 
Virginia, Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, with varying 
degrees of enforcement. Angli­ 
canism and Dutch Reformed 
shared mastery in New York. 
New Jersey’s “melting pot” 
population made for leniency.

Carter later apologized for 
the use of the term, but said he

housing in affluent suburbs as 
well as in poor inner-city areas 
Ford seemed to support Car­ 
ter’s stand on allowing neigh 
borhoods to retain ethnic identi­ 
ty, saying, “ I don’t think that 
federal action should be used to 
destroy that ethnic treasure.”

ment. 
Included in what Ratchford

discussion 
document” are ‘‘suggestions” 
that university officials seek 
out candidates for office that 
support the varied university 
positions. 
‘‘When a finger is pointed to 
follow a directive that is what I 
call going above and beyond 
public 
relations,” 
Appropria­ 
tions Chairman Norman Mer- 
rell said. 
The 
Monticello 
Democrat 
said he thought the document 
was not proper in its language 
and expressed suspicion over 
the explannation from Ratch­ 
ford and his assistant Jack 
Hamilton. 
The document, first published 
in the University’s weekly stu­ 
dent newspaper, the Maneater, 
was labeled confidential in the 
upper right hand comer of the 
first page 
Before the committee hearing 
was held members (rf the press 
received a copy of the "State 
Relations Plan ” with a state­ 
ment from Ratchford 
The "confidential label, how­ 
ever had been removed from 
the general press copies. 
Rathchford said the label was 
attached to the measure be­ 
cause it was strictly “ an inter­ 
nal working document’’ which 
had not been finalized 
Hamilton, the author of the 
plan, later said he expected the 
plan to be implemented 
“ I make no apologies for the 
plan," Hamilton told the Senate 
members 
“It is my assumption

The university president said 
public relations portions of the 
plan had been^piplemented al­ 
ready. 
“ I have encouraged members

Several members of the Sen­ 
ate committee jumped on that 
suggestion, saying it would take 
university employes away from 
their education! responsibilities 
to lobby for the school ays? em

said 
He said the efforts to imple­ 
ment the plan and portions of 
the university public relations 
programs should be included in

A. Clifford Jones, R- 
Ladue, said there was nothing 
new about the plan, only that 
lit “ finally is reduced to w rit­ 
ing,’* 
Ratchford conceded some of 
the wording in the plan was 
misleading for what he termed

JEFFERSON CITY - Has 
the University of Missouri 
cried wolf alce too often in the 
General Assembly? 
Each year the University 
goes beforethe House and 
Senate appropriations com­ 
mittees with the same dire 
story: If M.U. doesn’t receive 
a major increase in it’s share 
of state dollars it will face a 
major setback. 
And 
each 
year 
the 
legislature, often with the aid 
of a veto-prone governor, 
gives the University 
sub­ 
stantially less than it wants 
without causing the school to 
come to an educational stan­ 
dstill. 
This session has been no dif­ 
ferent from any other. Univer­ 
sity President C. Brice Rat- 
chford came to the capital 
requesting over $19 million 
more to operate the four cam­ 
puses he oversees. He said 
quietly that he would be 
pleased with a $10 million in­ 
crease. 
Gov. Christopher Bond stun­ 
ned Ratchford with the an­ 
nouncement he would recom­ 
mend only a $5.8 million in-

crease for the school’s while 
the legislature was proving 
more generous with a $7.4 
million increase. 
All the time the University 
maintained that without at 
least a $7.57 million increase it 
couldn’t even stand still and 
meet inflationary costs in 
existing programs. 
Sen. 
Clifford 
Jones 
of 
Ladue, 
the 
Senate 
ap­ 
propriations 
committee’s 
senior Republican, 
doesn’t 
feel the University has suf­ 
fered a loss of credibility in 
the eyes of the committee 
when it comes asking for more 
funds. 
“It’s part of the game,’’ 
Jones said. “We have to try 
and keep the budget balanced 
and they have to try and get 
more money out of us. They’re 
no different frau anyone 
else.’’ 
Thr oughout 
the 
a p­ 
propriations 
debate 
this 
session committee members 
seemed occupied with the 
pragmatic question of how 
much to raise the University’s 
appropriation, 
shunning 
philosophical questions raised 
by Ratchford over the possible 
decline in educational quality. 
“I’ve listened to people for 


25 years come to us and say 
that if they don’t get what they 
want they will have to shut 
down their operation,” Jones 
said. 
“ We 
haven’t 
lost 
anybody yet.” 
Jones dispelled the notion 
espoused recently by Univer­ 
sity officials that a tax in­ 
crease was the only way to im­ 
prove the quality of higher 
education. 
“A tax increase won’t solve 
anything,’’ he said. “If we 
have one we’ll be right back 
where we started in 6 years. 
“The solution is for the 
Coordinating Board on Higher 
Education to do what it was 
originally set up to do — coor­ 
dinate. Until we cut out all this 
educational duplication we 
are going to continue to have 
the same problems. What we 
should do is make certain 
programs available only on 
certain campuses.” 
Fulton Democrat Joe Holt, a 
member of the House Ap­ 
propriations 
committee, 
echoed Jones’ theory on the 
appropriations process. 
“The University is no worse 
than anybody else,” Holt said. 
“Everybody asks for more 
money than they really need 
to get by.” 


But Holt agrees a tax in­ 
crease is a more logical alter­ 
native to educational woes 
than ending duplication in the 
state’s colleges. 
“We’re spending up to the 
limit of what we have,” he 
said. “You can’t make higher 
education a whipping boy. The 
state as a whole needs more 
money. 
"But I don’t think the people 
in Kansas City would want 
some courses available only in 
St. Louis or vice versa. One of 
the real strengths of our state 
is that we have multiple 
degrees available in multiple 
places.” 
So the yearly debate for 
more state dollars for the 
University now becomes a 
question of what the governor 
does or doesn’t believe the 
school is telling him. Or 


perhaps how he believes the 
game is played. 
“All we can do now is hope 
that everything we’ve said has 
had an impact on the gover­ 
nor,” Jack Hamilton, com­ 
munications assistant to Rat­ 
chford, said. “We’ve tried to 
educate 
everyone 
to 
our 
situation. Let’s hope they were 
listening.”
